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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1-3 and 5, the phrases "preferentially" and "preferential" render the 
claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). Further, if this is meant to denote that a selected 
direction is preferable, Examiner questions how one of ordinary skill in the art would be capable 
of determining this without undue experimentation. 

Regarding claim 9, it is unclear what Applicant is attempting to claim. Claim 9 is a 
process, which is dependent from a product which was not claimed, which was created by a 
process of another claim. It is unclear whether a product or process is being claimed, and what is 
included in such a claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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4. Claims 1, 2, and 4, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by the Japanese Patent (JP 08158170). 

The Japanese patent teaches a process for producing a pitch-based carbon fiber sliver and 
subsequent yarn comprising providing a mass of piled-up pitch-based carbon fibers extending in 
preferential directions, and subjecting the mat to drawing and carding by means of a carding 
machine (Abstract, Constitution, Figures). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 5-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the Japanese 
Patent (JP 08158170). 

The Japanese patent essentially teaches the invention as detailed above, but fails to 
specifically teach myriad of well known methods of creating the carbon fiber, all of which are 
known. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention 
was made, to have utilized any of the known methods, so as to provide the necessary product. 
The ordinarily skilled artisan would have known how to extrude the fibers based on available 
equipment or desired shape/strength/structure of the final product. In regards to the rollers used, 
such elastic rollers are well known in use with brittle materials.
